I'm 82 now, in impaired 
liealth that limits mo and wliat I am able to do, and 1 rush because 1 do have unique 
subjectHnatter knowledge and am ^a^hiing^^ie time that remains for- me trying to make 
as full and accurate a record for our history as is now possifile for me. To explain the 
lait comment and to indicate tliai’it is not boasting I enclose the fjrst three pages 
of a Department of Justice response to my stating under oath myself that the FBI Lab 

agent in that lawsuit was a perjurer. (Shades of VJhitehurst? ) 

Besides, I have no agent and the record indicates that seeking one now would 

merely viaste time. The record of book publishers has not changed, at least for me, 
since my 196| Whitowash:T& Report on the Warren Report, rooeived more tliah 100 
internationeil rej«ctions, witliout a single adverse editorial comment.lt remains the 
basic factual book on the assassination and is a collegiate text today. 

By way of adddttonal credentials, tliat ^^wsuit was the first filed under 
the Freedom of Informatlto Act after its 1974 amending, as the enolosed page of the 
Congressional Record reflects in part $ver one of my early lawsult^in which the FBI 
was rathei- unsestrained in it false statements To the best of my knowledge none of the 
media over reported that it was tlio sole surviving Kennedy brother who saw to it that 
^legislative history wotad be unequlvocal.^Uls was a thetorical question. 

I am the only ono writing about our political as8assinationswho®chewo all 
theorizing and rostricts himself to tlie official evidence, Ofi that, from a dozen or 
so FOIA lawsuits some of which #wero precedental. I've about a tfcird of a million pages 
of once-withheld official records. I do not intend this as a special appeal because 
you are a woman but as^simplo statement of fact s years ago I deeded dl^ it to one 
of the best Hmall colleges in the country, local Hood College. It iS^^here be part of 
a permanent public archive, ^side ^S^r^ose of my records already there I was able to 
arrange for those of tlie late and extraordinarily gifted Sylvia to be there and 

they are now access<(oned and available. 
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Vlliat I wrote about the Ilailer/Scliiller abuse of ^’^arina of course has to stand 
alone and I say no more about it otlier than tliat especially from my now permanent rush 
it necjds editing and I am aware that it may well be much too long for you. If you want 
to use it, please feel free to do wliat you think you# should, as long aw you do not 
cliangc the sense without a5lcLng me#
